IMPROVE SAFETY RECORDS 


Business organizations through- 
out the country are learning that 
higher visual standards of work- 
ers result in improved efficiency 
and better safety records, accord- 
ing to the Better Vision Institute. 
A company using a large number 
of motor trucks had 17 accidents 
during one and one-half years. 
One of its drivers was involved 
in three accidents during that 
period. Then the company con- 
ducted eye examinations of all 
drivers, requiring men with visu- 
al defects to have them correct- 
ed. During the next year and 
one-half period accidents dropped 
down to only two. The driver 
who had three accidents during 
the first period was found in the 
eye tests to have a serious defect 
in vision. This was corrected, 
and during the second period he 
had a perfect record with no ac- 
cidents. 

Another company which was 
spending an average of $12.50 per 
worker ‘annually in medical at- 
tention and compensation con- 
ducted a visual survey of its 
workers. Defective eyes were 
brought up to standard and 
goggles were provided for use in 
those tasks with unusual visual 
hazards. The program was back-

Detroit House of Correction, by 
any Court or Magistrate in the 
County of Crawford, Michigan, 
to-wit: For all male persons sen- 
tenced for any period not less 
than sixty days nor more than 
one year for offenses punishable 
by imprisonment in a county 
jail, one ($1.25) and 25-100 Dol- 
lars per day each, or any part of 
a day and for all female persons 
sentenced for any period not less 
than sixty days nor more than 
one year for offenses punishable 
by imprisonment in a county jail, 
two ($2.15) and 15-100 Dollars 
per day each, or any part of a 
day. It is hereby agreed by and 
between the parties hereto, that 
this agreement does not cover any 
person or persons who may be 
sentenced to confinement by any 
Court or Magistrate in said coun- 
ty for any term less than sixty 
days nor more than one year, as 
above mentioned, and such per- 
son or persons so sentenced shall 
not be committed to, confined, 
received or kept in the said De- 
troit House of Correction under 
the terms of this agreement.

Anti-War Sentiment

igan home folks feel about it. 
here is the roll call on the com- 
pulsory military service — bill: 
Against it~-Senators Arthur Van- 
denberg (R) and Prentiss Brown 
(D); Representatives Blackney. 
Bradley, Crawford, Hoffman, 
Jonkman, McLeod, Michener. 
Shafer, Wolcott and Woodruff 
(all Republicans) and Democrats 
Dingell, Lesinski, Rabaut, and 
Tenerowicz. 

Out of Michigan's delegation of 
17 congressmen, three did not 
vote: Republicans Dondero and 
Engel and Democrat Hook. The 
score, in reality, was an over- 
whelming protest against con- 
scription, like it or not.

By late summer, 1940, more 
people believed the Germans will 
win than those clinging to hopes 
vf an ultimate Allied victory. 

As of August 1, hopes were 
rising that the British, after all, 
might stave off immediate mili- 
tary defeat long enough to get an 
ultimate triumph due to their 
economic blockade. Yet, while a 
large majority of Americans want 
Washington to do more to assist 
the British, they also balk at any- 
thing that might embroil us in 
the conflict. Certainly, both nom- 
inees are pledged not to send the 
Yanks “over there," although it 
will be recalled that President 
Wilson was re-elected in 1916 on 
a record of keeping us out of 
war—and we went to war the 
very next spring. 


Isolationists 

Dr. Cantrill makes the observ- 
ation that about one-quarter of 
our population adhere to an isola- 
tion view “it is more important 
to keep out of war than to help 
England.” 

Also, a majority of the isola- 
tionists believe that Germany 
will win the war. Of possible in- 
terest to our women readers is 
Dr. Cantrill's observation that the 
Gallup polls show there are more 
women in this isolationist group 
than men; also more poor people 
than those who are well-to-do. 

The younger Americans tend 
to believe cynically that the war 
is largely a contest between the 
British and Germans over power 
and wealth rather than over 


; democracy. 


A second group is made up of 
the interventionists who, as we 
enter the Fall season, make up a 
good third of the country’s popu- 
lation. These citizens favor con- 


As scription; they fear a German at- 


tack on this country. They feel 
we should go to the limit in help- 
even at 
the risk of involvement in the 
war ourselves. 

This group comprises many 
people over 30 years of age in the 


|upper and middle income groups; 
‘they take 


an educated long- 
range view, possess greater stab- 
ility of opinion, and are fully 
aware of the economic conse- 
quences of war dislocation. 


Sympathetic Group 

A 40 per cent group (No. 3) is 
sympathetic with England, but 
agree with the isolationist group 
that it is more important to keep 
out of war than to aid England. 

With regards to the possibility 
‘of a German victory, the sym- 
pathetic group is about half-way 
between the isolationist and the 
interventionist segments. 

At the present time, when new 
English pleas for military assist- 
ance are arising at Washington, 
the nation finds itself in a con- 
tradictory state of public opinion;
